PROTESTS GAIN GROUND OVER 
REST BAY CAMPER VAN SCHEME 


PLANS to open a 
site for camper 
vans at Rest Bay 
have aroused oppo¬ 
sition within 
Porthcawl. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s cabi¬ 
net is due to get a report 
next week, recommend¬ 
ing that provision be 
made for camper vans in 
the resort. 

The report states that 
the council initially 
investigated this three 
years ago, after com¬ 
plaints about overnight 
parking of these vans 
along the Eastern 
Promenade. 

The report says that 
officers have investigat¬ 
ed a number of other 
sites, including Sandy 
Bay (which used to have 
facilities for caravans 
and camper vans until it 
was closed nine years 
ago by the council), 
Hillsboro Place car park 
and The Green, along¬ 
side The Portway. 

The report says that

site as a permanent 
camper van site.

Vaughan said that they 
were appalled at the 
plan, which they feel 
would seriously damage 
the environmental quali¬ 
ty of a very sensitive 
area along the coastline. 

“Rest Bay is the jewel 
of Porthcawl and Lock’s 
Common is a local 
nature reserve. Any 
attempt to develop a 
camp site within view of 
this wild, natural habitat 
would be considered 
tantamount to vandal¬ 
ism. 

“The need for camper 
van provision was 
known long before 
2006, and we are asking 
why this was not identi¬ 
fied in the Porthcawl 
regeneration project and 
land allocated formally 
at Sandy Bay. 

“It is not too late - 
the council can still allo¬ 
cate some of the Sandy 
Bay site, instead of let¬ 
ting it go for housing.” 

She added that the 
council had spent a for¬ 
tune on consultants’ fees 
but nobody had done 
anything about this basic 


provision in a seaside 
resort. 

Coun Jill Sweet, who 
represents Newton, said 
that the town council 
had suggested re-open¬ 
ing Sandy Bay over a 
year ago, but had never 
received a reply. 

She said: “Sandy Bay 
is ideally located. It 
always was a caravan 
park and could be 
brought back into use 
quite easily. 

“It’s close to the facil¬ 
ities in Trecco Bay and 
also to shops. The coun¬ 
cil should never have 
closed it because it has 
just been left derelict for 
years and has lost mil¬ 
lions in revenue to 
them.”

THE rise and rise 
of Venezuela as a 
force in classical 
music is one of the 
stories of the last 
two decades - and 
now a Porthcawl- 
born concert 
pianist is bringing 
four friends to play 
at All Saints 
Church. 

Rhodri Clarke, a for¬ 
mer pupil at Porthcawl 
Comprehensive, is mak¬ 
ing a name for himself 
on the concert circuit, 
and is currently based in 
Holland.

Dame Vera sends 
a message to Lili 
cast at Porthcawl 


FORMER forces 
sweetheart Dame 
Vera Lynn had a 
special message for 
Anthony Childs- 
Cutler, co-producer 
of the musical Lili 
at the Grand 
Pavilion, 

Porthcawl, when 
he visited her 
recently. 

Dame Vera offered 
her support for the pro¬ 
duction of Lili and 
asked him to pass on 
her best wishes to all 
the veterans in the 
Bridgend area. 

She showed him pho¬ 
tographs of her wartime 
tour to the India-Burma 
front in 1944. Among 
these was a photo taken 
in a field hospital just 
behind the lines at 
Kohima. The young 
ENSA entertainer had 
asked a badly wounded 
young man if he needed 
anything. He said a kiss 
would cheer him up and 
he duly received one. 

Sixty years later, the 
kiss was re-enacted 
when Dame Vera met 
Burmese Major Neville 
Hogan at a reunion. 

Dame Vera said that 
she wished she had a 
copy of this second pho¬ 
tograph to place along¬ 
side the original. With 
the collective online 
skills of the cast 
involved in the produc¬ 
tion of Lili, the photo 
and original news story 
was found and has now 
been sent to Dame Vera.

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MUSIC IN THE SUNSHINE SETS 
PORTHCAWL UP FOR SUMMER!

SUMMER was officially declared last 
weekend in Porthcawl when local musical 
talent entertained at the harbour on a sun¬ 
baked Saturday afternoon and evening. 

A scorching Sunday followed, ice cream sales 
soared and the lotion was liberally applied as the 
beaches filled up with sun lovers. 

The music event is now a regular fixture, and this 
was the second year that Cosy Comer was the venue, 
with the acts playing on a stage near the Lifeboat 
Station. 

It was organised by Porthcawl Town Council, and 
was opened at 2pm by the town’s deputy mayor, Coun 
Mary Emment Lewis. The master of ceremonies in 
the afternoon was Lee Jukes of Bridge FM, and Coun 
David Newton Williams was the evening compere. 

The afternoon music featured younger musicians - 
a mix of groups and solo artists, with a dance per¬ 
formance from students at Bridgend College. The 
evening featured local choirs, and a Celtic group. 

Opening the show in the afternoon were five pupils 
from Cardiff schools, ‘Fewsion’, who played 
jazz/blues standards, and featured lead singer Zoe 
Leggett, who does a mean Amy Winehouse imper¬ 
sonation. 

Second on stage was Porthcawl Comprehensive 
School pupil Sarah MiUigan, whose assured stage 
presence and strong voice belies her years. Drawing 
on songs from the 1960s to the present day, she per¬ 
formed a varied programme that deserved a bigger 
audience. 

There were, of course, some other attractions on 
Saturday. The British Lions played their tour opener, 
and there was the FA Cup final - not too mention the 
attractions of the beach. 

I think it’s fair to say that the young singers were aU 
capable of playing to bigger crowds. 

Next up were ‘Who You Know’, who described 
themselves as an alt-rock band, and who played an 
accoustic set. 

Natahe Walters, a Bridgend College student, was 
next on stage, and has a strong Bonnie Tyler-type 
voice. She was also the first girl I have heard tackle 
macho classics such as Rod Stewart’s ‘Maggie May’ 
and Free’s ‘All Right Now’. 

‘A State of Business’ were next - another good 
band - and they were followed by ‘The Stanley Band’ 
from Porthcawl, who are building a strong local fol¬ 
lowing with their (as the programme put it) “indie 
rock tunes that are perfect for getting your dancing 
shoes on”! 

The final act of the afternoon session - and almost 
a link to the evening music - were Allegro, a vocal 
group specialising in more modem tunes, but in a 
choral style. 

Song of the afternoon was The Zutons’ (though 
made famous by Amy Winehouse) hit ‘Valerie’, per¬ 
formed no less than three times by different groups. 

The evening performances featured the Porthcawl 
Male Voice Choir, young harpist Stephanie Chick, 
Porthcawl Choral Society, the Celtic music enthusi¬ 
asts, Shenanigans, and Col Canto. 

Due to a prior engagement, I am unable to say how 
many of these acts sang ‘Valerie’ - but I’d love to see 
Porthcawl Male Voice Choir tackle it!

Historic church 
launches appeal 


AN appeal to 
restore the church 
of Merthyr Dyfan, 
built on the oldest 
Christian site in 
Wales has been 
launched by Vale 
AM Jane Hutt. 

Around 180 AD, the 
Bishop of Rome sent two 
priests to Britain - St 
Dyfan and St Fagan. 
Historical records state 
that St. Dyfan, the 
founder of British 
Christianity, came to 
Barry and was buried 
there. ‘Merthyr’ is a cor¬ 
ruption of the Latin 
‘Martyrium’ - the burial 
place. 

Although always 
known as Merthyr Dyfan 


church, it is actually ded¬ 
icated to St Dyfan and St 
Teilo. The church which 
Dyfan brought grew and 
was organised into the 
Church in Wales. 

The appeal hopes to 
raise £25,000 for essen¬ 
tial repairs, new drainage 
system and traditional 
lime plastering for the 
interior walls to prevent 
damp penetration damag¬ 
ing the ancient church. 

Neighbouring schools 
Ysgol Maes Dyfan and 
Oakfield Primary use the 
church as an educational 
resource. 

Much of the present 
church was built in 1250 
AD, including most of 
the walls, the font, the 
base of the Preaching 
Cross and the stone altar. 


“Witnessing to the 
Christian faith for some 
2,000 years, the future of 
Merthyr Dyfan Church is 
now in the hands of our 
generation and it is 
hoped that everyone who 
would wish to ensure that 
this beautiful church can 
continue to maintain its 
unbroken record of 
Christian worship will 
give a donation to the 
appeal, Ms Hutt said.

Councirs £5,000 
grant for park 
youth project 


A YOUTH project 
in Porthcawl has 
been given £5,000 
by the town coun¬ 
cil. 

The Griffin Park 
Youth Project, which is 
run by the Bridgend 
county youth service, 
operates from the hall 
at the park and has 140 
members. 

It is open three 
evenings a week and 
Saturday lunchtimes. It 
is also used in the day¬ 
time by agencies work¬ 
ing with young people 
who are either exclud¬ 
ed from school, or who 
are not in employment, 
education or training. 

The council heard 
that of those being 
helped, 67 young peo¬ 
ple live in Porthcawl 
itself. 

The centre is also 
used by drug, alcohol 
and counselling servic¬ 


es, and Wallich 
Clifford is hoping to 
help young people 
there who have diffi¬ 
culties with housing. 

The council gave 
them £5,511 last year 
to fund the centre 
opening on Friday 
evenings and Saturday 
mornings. 

The group asked for 
£6,309 - the same sum 
as last year, plus £598 
to cover an overspend 
on their budget. 

However, the town 
council decide to limit 
its contribution to 
£5,000 after looking at 
its budget. 

Council leader David 
Deere said: “We are 
happy to give £5,000, 
because we feel that it 
may be helping to get 
young people away 
from drugs, vandalism 
and anti-social behav¬ 
iour,” . 


Helping residents get fair 
share of council tax benefits 


DR BRIAN 

GIBBONS AM paid 
a visit to Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
last week to hear of 
work being done by 
the council’s tax 
benefit take-up 
team. 

BCBC’s overall case¬ 
load has increased by 
nine per cent since April 
2008 and, according to 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government, £100m of 
council tax benefits goes 
unclaimed each year. 

Bridgend has received 
a share of £lm from 
WAG to promote hous¬ 
ing and council tax bene¬ 
fits. 

Coun Huw David, 
cabinet member for 
resources, commented: 
“The team have been 
very successful in 
encouraging residents, 
from pensioners to 
young people who have 
lost their jobs, to claim 
the benefits to which 
they are entitled and are 
often missing out on. 


“Especially in the cur¬ 
rent economic climate, it 
makes sense to check 
your entitlement to bene¬ 
fits such as this. 

“There are a range of 
barriers preventing peo¬ 
ple from claiming, from 
lack of knowledge and 
understanding, to the 
process of claiming 
being seen as too com¬ 
plex. 

“A third of all pen¬ 
sioners are potentially 
entitled to receive this 
benefit, and the team at 
the council are working 
hard to break down these 
barriers and help people 


to claim what is essen¬ 
tially theirs.” 

Dr Gibbons said: “We 
recognise that the reces¬ 
sion puts extra pressure 
on families and individu¬ 
als and we are doing all 
we can to help people 
cope. 

“The economic down¬ 
turn has meant that more 
people are now entitled 
to benefits, but some of 
them may not be aware 
of this. 

“I applaud the way 
that councils such as 
Bridgend are working to 
increase the take up of 
benefits”

Last week, a recommendation to create com¬ 
munity allotments on available space in the 
Pencoedtre area of Gibbonsdown was passed by 
the cabinet. 

The allotments will be at the site of the old 1- 
6 Pencoedtre allotments, and the cabinet will be 
asked to enter into a lease with a local commu¬ 
nity group formed by local residents, the 
Communities First Peoples Allotment Group. 

The group has developed a plan to re-fence 
the site, install a cabin and cultivate the plots so 
that they can be brought into active use. 

With demand still high elsewhere in the Vale, 
a further report to cabinet members, which will 
consider full allotment provision within the Vale 
is currently being compiled.

This Terminator sequel 
lacks the human touch 




AVING 
already been 
one of the 
main forces behind 
the successful 
rebooting of one 
dormant franchise 
with Batman 
Begins, Christian 
Bale was the sur¬ 
prise name in front 
of the camera for a 
reawakening of the 
Terminator fran¬ 
chise in the series’ 
fourth outing. 
Terminator 
Salvation. 

Bale plays a grown¬ 
up John Connor, in 
charge of the human 
resistance against the 
machines. Connor is fac¬ 
ing the challenge head- 
on, helping the resist¬ 
ance go up against 
Skynet; but when a mys¬ 
terious stranger, Marcus 
Wright, arrives (played 
by Sam Worthington), 
Connor is forced to 
make decisions that will 
impact upon humanity, 
while also attempting to 
find Kyle Reese (Anton 
Yelchin), the man who 
holds the key not just to 
Connor’s life, but also 
the resistance’s efforts to 
defeat the machines... 

‘A film by McG’. 

Four little words that, 
depending on your point 
of view, give you the 
feeling that any film 
prefaced with this state¬ 
ment will be one of little 
substance and overcom- 


with the aftermath of 
Judgement Day, when 
the machines took over, 
and then proceeded to 
wipe out humanity - 
hardly laugh-a-minute 
territory. A touch of 
humour, however, may 
have been a welcome 
addition to what is a 
tough two-hour film. 

McG certainly makes 
a good fist of directing 
here, the film thankfully 
shorn of his ludicrous 
slow-motion shots (bar 
one or two) and hyper¬ 
kinetic editing. 

Instead, with the help 
of director of photogra¬ 
phy Shane Hurlburt 
(also known as the vic¬ 
tim of Christian Bale’s 
infamous tirade), he cre¬ 
ates a wonderfully visual 
film that veers between 
the parched desolate 
landscapes of post- 
nuclear Los Angeles, 
and the shiny, techno¬ 
logically advanced 
machines, highlighting 
the two sides of the war. 

He also has a way 
with the action 
sequences, delivering 
bombast with an edge 
and creating sequences 
that our both spectacular 
and tense. 

Paying respect to the 
earlier films with some 
nods that are good (the 
use of the well-worn 
catchphrases, visual 
nods that expand upon 
the previous films) and 
some that are just plain 
awful (a computer-gen¬ 
erated cameo from the 
most famous terminator 
is just plain awkward 


pensated visuals; the sort embarrassing), McG 


of film a 15-year-old 
boy might make were he 
given millions of dol¬ 
lars. 

Having made his 
name with the Charlie’s 
Angels films, he was 
hardly the top name to 
sit in the director’s chair 
of a film aiming to 
revive a franchise that 
had been tarnished with 
2003’s Rise of the 
Machines. 

However, reputations 
can be deceiving, as the 
oddly-monikered direc¬ 
tor does a good job with 
a film that entertains, 
but is let down by a tone 
situated somewhere 
between ‘po-faced’ and 
‘deadly serious’. 

Not that a knockabout 
comedy was expected by 
any means; after all, this 
is the film that deals 


does his reputation no 
harm with a good job 
here. 

As seems to be the 
way these days, the cast 
all have gravitas and 
nous and are not afraid 
to use it, and the results 
are, by and large, good. 
The intense Bale does a 
fair job, let down a 
touch by the overly 
gravelled voice that is 
merely Batman minus 
the cowl and cape. 

He is more than capa¬ 
ble of adding depth to 
the film with his per¬ 
formance, but he often 
fails to convey the 
weight Connor is under, 
what with him being the 
saviour of mankind.Bale 
delivers his usual intense 


performance, but there is 
lack of humanity (ironi¬ 
cally) behind it. 

More impressive is 
Sam Worthington, 
deemed to be 
Hollywood’s next big 
thing, who offers a simi¬ 
larly gravel-voiced turn, 
but is saddled with a far 
more intriguing story arc 
that engages you more 
than that of Connor’s. 

While his accent work 
may need work, slipping 
into his native Australian 
with regularity, he 
brings a different dimen¬ 
sion to the film and one 
that is welcome. 

In smaller turns, both 
Moon Bloodgood and 
Anton Yelchin are 
impressive, despite hav¬ 
ing little to do. As the 
pilot rescued by 
Worthington’s Marcus, 
Bloodgood delivers a 
strong performance that 
is sadly relegated to the 
sidelines, while Yelchin 
stirs up hints of previous 
Reese, Michael Biehn, 
with another measured 
performance to go with 
his turn in Star Trek. 

Should the 
Terminator franchise 
grow further from this 
film, then Yelchin will 
no doubt be given a 
more hefty role, and one 
he’ll have little trouble 
essaying. 

John D Brancato and 
Michael Ferris’ script 
deviates from the chase 
template prevalent in the 
series’ previous entries, 
but while delivering the 
scenario that excites the 
most, the world in the 
control of Skynet, does-

EUROPEAN election results have shown 
the Conservatives taking the Vale and 
Bridgend constituencies, but Labour 
holding onto Ogmore. 

In the Vale, the Conservatives polled 7,611 with 
Labour second on 4,025. UKIP was third with 3,718 
and Plaid were fourth with 3,275. The Lib Dems 
polled 2,002 and the BNP had 1,171. The Greens had 
1,357. 

The seats at both Westminster and the Assembly 
are held by Labour at present. 

In Bridgend, Labour polled 3,991 votes compared 
to the Conservatives 4,695. UKIP took third place 
with 2,606 votes, pushing Plaid Cymru into fourth 
place with 2,512. The Lib Dems came in sixth with 
2,138. 

The BNP polled 1,072 votes and the Green Party 
had 1,024.
